The  “Singles”  Planning  Com- 
mittee has  announced  that  the 
next  get-to-gether  is  scheduled  for 
Thursday,  February  19  at  8:30 
p.m.,  in  the  Psychedelic  Lounge 
of  the  Jewish  Community  Centre. 

This  is  the  fifth  Cocktail 
Party  of  the  season  and  over  one 
hundred  are  expected.  Total  at- 
tendance so  far  has  been  450.  To 
attend,  you  must  be  single;  over 
21  if  you  are  a young  woman; 
over  23  if  you  are  a young  man. 


The  General  Chairman  of  the  Community  Centre  “Burn  the 
Mortgage  Campaign”  is  optimistic  about  reaching  the  $400,000. 
objective.  Speaking  to  a breakfast  meeting  on  Sunday  morning, 
Ben  Achbar  said  that  he  was  greatly  encouraged  by  the  “sense  of 
responsibility”  shown  by  the  first  group  of  donors  he  had  approached 
personally. 


Mr.  Achbar’s  sampling  includ- 
ed small,  medium  and  large  con- 
tributors and  the  way  they 
responded  showed  that  people  in 
all  three  categories  of  giving  can 
be  counted  upon  to  do  their  share. 

Over  S75.000.  has  been 
pledged  so  far  by  fifty  of  the 
thousand  potential  donors  in  the 
community.  This  amount  is  one- 
third  better  than  what  the  same 
people  gave  to  the  last  six-year 
campaign  in  1963. 

While  acknowledging  that  the 
signs  are  good,  Mr.  Achbar  was 
quick  to  point  out  that  the  mo- 
mentum generated  by  these  early 
gifts  has  to  be  maintained  for  the 
objective  to  be  reached. 

He  referred  regretfully  to  the 
losses  sustained  during  the  past 
six  years  through  deaths,  moves 
from  the  city  and  other  reasons. 
This  slack  will  have  to  be  picked 
up  by  others  whose  fortunes  have 
improved  during  the  same  period, 
he  said. 

Mr.  Achbar’s  whole  philosophy 
for  the  campaign  is  based  on  the 
view  that  people  will  respond  if 
they  are  given  the  facts.  This  is 
not  a new  campaign,  he  says, 
but  simply  the  tinal  chapter  in  a 
story  which  began  in  1943  with 
the  idea  of  providing  facilities 
for  youth,  for  Jewish  education 
and  for  cultural  and  recreational 


activities  which  we  were  lacking. 

The  $400,000.  goal  simply  re- 
presents the  $250,000.  difference 
between  the  total  sum  subscribed 
over  the  years  and  the  amount 
spent  to  build,  plus  the  interest 
on  the  debt  which  will  accumu- 
late until  the  pledges  are  paid 
six  years  hence.  Mr.  Achbar  des- 
cribes the  servicing  of  the  capital 
debt  as  a “millstone”  around  the 
neck  of  the  institution. 

At  present  rates,  interest 
amounts  to  almost  S20,000.  a 
year  which  the  Centre  has  no 
way  of  paying  out  of  operating 
revenue.  With  the  debt  cleared 
up,  all  kinds  of  possibilities  open 
up  for  enriched  program  services 
and  improved  facilities. 

The  low-key,  no  pressure  ap- 
proach which  is  characteristic  of 
this  campaign  will  continue  to  be 
employed  during  the  next  few 
weeks  as  volunteer  workers  make 
the  rounds  of  the  community. 

Pledges  are  payable  in  six 
annual  instalments  beginning 
with  1970  and  extending  through 
1975.  When  divided  by  six,  the 
$400,000.  goal  becomes  just 
under  $67,000.  per  year.  Veteran 
campaigners  maintain  that  this 
figure  can  be  reached  without  too 
much  difficulty  if  everyone  bears 
his  proportionate  share  of  the  res- 
ponsibility.
